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Greenbelt Mayor Edgar L. Smith 
announced this week his candidacy 
for the office of State Senator from 
the First District He will compete 
in the Democratic primary on Sep¬ 
tember 13. 

Smith stated his motivation in 
running is to assure adequate rep¬ 
resentation for Greenbelt at those 
county and State levels where de¬ 
cisions affecting Greenbelt are 
made. “We need only consider our 


County Increases 
Charges for Filing 
Zoning Applications 

A major zoning amendment to 
raise the cost of filing and “specu¬ 
lative” zoning applications was 
passed June 28 by the Prince 
Georges County Commissioners. 

Modifying their filing charges 
from a flat $75 fee for all zoning ap¬ 
plications to a sliding scale, the 
Board set $500 as the top fee for 
four acre tracts or more for any 
type of zoning change. 

However, the commissioners 
made it clear that when more com¬ 
plex zoning categories such as 
cluster and town sectors and other 
planned communities are adopted, 
increased fees will be charged to 
pay for the additional staff work 
needed to study the proposals. 

In addition to the increased cost 
of filing, the Board voted that ap¬ 
plications cannot be withdrawn 
“without prejudice” once the Park 
and Plannng Staff has studied and 
filed their report on applications. 
Past practices have permitted ap¬ 
plicants to file for zoning and then, 
in the face of an adverse staff re¬ 
port some months later, withdraw 
the application. Applications with¬ 
drawn “with prejudice” may not 
be re-submitted within 18 months. 

Acting to meet the July 1st date 
for filing of zoning applications - 
the first permitted in a year in the 
County - the Board also made it 
clear it expected to make further 
amendments “where inequities 
exist” at present. 

These would include petitions 
where several continguous parcels 
of land could be considered by the 
Planning Commission as a single 
unit or where applications for dif¬ 
fering land uses within a single 
parcel would unjustly increase the 
costs of filing. 

Today’s action puts the Prince 
George’s Filing fees in line with 
those charged in Montgomery 
County, which is also part of the 
Maryland - National Capital Park 
and Planning Commission. How¬ 
ever, Montgomery County does 
charge more for the more complex 
zoning categories, some of which 
have not yet been adopted by 
Prince George’s. 

Representatives of the Home 
Builders Association endorsed the 
amendments in general, but did 
ask clarification on the two excep¬ 
tions, where the Association felt 
filing costs could be prohibitive.

More Street Lights 
For Springhill Drive 

The following is an excerpt from 
“Action Line” published in the 
Evening Star. 

How can we get street lights in 
the 6000 block of Springhill Drive 
in Greenbelt, Md.? We have lived 
there over a year and there are no 
lights in this block although other 
blocks on the same street are light¬ 
ed. This is a main road, well trav¬ 
eled and very, very dark at night. 
Can Action Line help us?—Mrs. 
J. G. 

Action Line started with James 
Giese, Greenbelt city manager, who 
said a street light survey had been 
requested from the Potomac Elec¬ 
tric Power Co. last September. 
Giese then called PEPCO and was 
told the engineering estimates were 
not yet completed but would be ex¬ 
pedited. Action Line followed up 
with a call to PEPCO and learned 
that the estimates had been prepar¬ 
ed and the drawings would be com¬ 
pleted within a day. In all, more 
than 50 lights in the Springhill 
Drive area are covered by the sur¬ 
vey. PEPCO’s layout of what is 
needed is now on the way to the 
city manager. When it is approved, 
PEPCO will get to work on the 
actual installation. 


City Notes 

The new pathway from the foot 
of Olivewood Ct. to the south shore 
of Greenbelt Lake saw plenty of 
use on Monday night, when many 
pedestrians took that route to see 
the fireworks display. The next 
step in the city’s program of pre¬ 
paring pathways around the entire 
lake will be to build a bridge over 
the stream behind 38 and 42 Lake¬ 
side Dr. to what is known by local 
children as “the island”—actually 
a long peninsula stretching well 
out into the lake. With this bridge 
complete, it will be possible to 
walk around the east end of the 
lake. 

The priority job for the public 
works department this summer 
will, however, be putting perman¬ 
ent patches on those roads to re¬ 
ceive the smoothseal program this 
summer. The crew were at work 
this week on Crescent Rd. between 
the lake and the fire station. Other 
patching will be done on Lakeside 
Dr. The city crew will also remove 
about half of the curbing and gut¬ 
ters along Lakeside. New ones will 
be installed by the paving con¬ 
tractor. 

An extra summer crew of six 
high school students augment the 
public works department. Last 
week they hand mowed the long 
grass on the islands at the inter¬ 
section of Southway and Green¬ 
belt Rd. They also painted lines 
for parking spaces at 4, 6, and 7 
cts. of Plateau. This was the last 
day of city maintenance of GHI 
courts. On July 1 GHI took over 
all maintenance responsibility.

On Tuesday the special contrac¬ 
tor for WSSC put in permanent 
patches on the pavement of Lake¬ 
side extended, which had been cut 
open to raise the lampholes in the 
sewer beneath the street. The pave¬ 
ment topping of Lakeside extended 
is now* expected in the near future.

experience of the last few years,” 
Smith said, “to realize that we have 
had little assistance from those we 
elected to represent us.” 

Among these experiences, he ci¬ 
ted the Jaeger tract zoning for 
high-rise apartments, commercial 
zoning for a regional shopping cen¬ 
ter on the Golden Triangle, and the 
school board decision on the senior 
high school site. 

He noted that in the case of both 
the Jaeger tract and the Golden 
Triangle, the city was forced to go 
to the courts because county offi¬ 
cials turned a deaf ear to Green¬ 
belt appeals. 

And in the case of the senior 
high school, Smith said, “Many 
Greenbelt residents were present at 
the public meeting when we met 
with many of our county and State 
officials, presented the seriousness 
of our problem, and literally begged 
for assistance from them. Our plea 
was completely ignored and we find 
that the arbitrary action of the 
school board has been acsuiesced in 
by our elected officials.” 

Smith warned that the worst is 
yet to come. The petitions for com¬ 
mercial rezoning of parcels 7 and 
8 in Boxwood Village are still pend¬ 
ing, he noted. Also, parcels 1 and 
2 in the northeast corner of the 
city are still up for R-30 apartment 
zoning. 

'^Unless we have someone in a 
position of authority in the county, 
who is interested in and willing to 
fight for us ,the next few years will 
complete the destruction of 
Greenbelt”, he declared. He also 
emphasized the need for better liai¬ 
son between county agencies and 
all municipalities. 

Smith said he was disturbed by 
the fact, not only that the various 
slates being organized have no 
Greenbelt representations, but also 
that “many who have been selected 
for re-election are the same persons 
who have failed or refused to help 
us with our problems in the past.” 

Smith, an attorney, was selected 
“Outstanding Young Man of Am¬ 
erica (1964-65)” by the United 
States Junior Chamber of Com¬ 
merce. He served on the Greenbelt 
city council from 1959-61 and was 
again elected to the council in 1963, 
at which time he became Mayor. 
He is the chairman of the Prince 
George’s County Chapter of the 
Maryland Municipal League.

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How to Get Rich Quick 

As a public disservice, we shall reveal to you a sure-fire method 
Oi netting half a million dollars. The hard way, it would take most 
of us more than a lifetime to earn that much. But we are not 
speaking about the hard way: our process is quick and easy. 

Begin by buying an undeveloped parcel of land in some expand¬ 
ing suburban community. No, you need not pay cash: someone 
will surely give you a mortgage. Your land, a fair-sized parcel 
zoned rural residential, is well worth the $250,000 you pay. 

Next, petition the county’s authorities to rezone the land for 
p. higher density - one allowing the construction of, say a thousand 
apartment units on your land. Of course, you can expect opposi¬ 
tion: the local planning authority will claim that such a develop¬ 
ment would overload roads and schools and the community in 
which your tract is located will charge that it would completely 
change the character of the city. 

That's the time when you have to be nice to everybody. Tell 
the city that you do not intend to make full use of the new zoning 
and that you will sign covenants limiting development to a lower 
density. Do not hesitate to sign these covenants wording them as 
strongly as the townspeople wish. For good measure you may 
even throw in a promise to deed parkland to the city. Just make 
sure the mortgage is all sewed up before you sign the pledge. 

Now that you’ve got the city’s support for your petition and 
the county authorities have reluctantly approved it, do not make 
the error of paying off your mortgage, even when you can do so. 
For if you did pay it off, you’d become sole owner and as such you’d 
have remained stuck with the covenants. 

Instead, go easy on those payments. As a matter of fact, 
why not stop them altogether? The bank will foreclose your 
mortgage and auction the tract to the highest bidder. In doing 
so it can claim that it doesn’t know anything of the covenants 
which, after all, did not exist when it granted the mortgage. And 
since the property now carries a higher zoning category it is bound 
to fetch a nice price at the sale. Such as $750,000. 

And that’s when everybody gets paid off. The bank takes back 
the amount of mortgage that is owed to it, plus its fee for the 
foreclosure - five percent or thereabouts. The rest is handed back 
to you - including about half a million dollars that’s pure profit. 

That then is your cue to easy wealth : Be audacious and pre- 
sumptious, but as far from here as can be.

Tick Talk; Watch Out! 

It’s tick time again, and those in¬ 
nocent looking little brown dots, 
found on animals and people have 
already caused one case of Rocky 
Mountain spotted fever in Mary¬ 
land this year . So watch for ticks, 
signs of fever and pink spots, and 
if in doubt, call a doctor immediate¬ 
ly. 

Five preventive measures are re¬ 
commended: 1. Avoid tick infected 
areas; 2. Learn to recognize ticks 
(they are brownish, flat, small, 
about % inch long and cling to skin 
surfaces); 3. Know how to remove 
ticks from body (with tweezers, 
paper or rubber gloves so as not to 
infect yourself, then bum the tick 
and paint the bite with iodine or a 
similar disinfectant); 4. Inspect 

yourself, children and pets daily; 
and 5. Call a doctor if fever and 
rash develop three to ten days after 
a tick bite.
